WAR NEWS AFTER 


KUROKI'S HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE .FIELD (via Fusan) June 19.—- 
{By Asiatic Cable.] The second ivi- 
sion of the Japanese army celebrated 
today a grand memorial service with 
Shinto rites, in honor of the soldiers 
who have been killed in the present 
campaign. Altars -were erected on the 
hillside, and a concourse of officers 
gathered about them. Five regiments 
of infantry and a squadron of cavalry 
were massed in the plain below, the 
walled city and mountains forming 
the background.

THAT NAVAL RAID.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 19.—Vice- 
Admiral Skrydloffis message to the 
Emperor from Vladivostok, in which 
he details the operations of the 
Viadivostok squadron, indicates that 
he has accounted for at least three 
of the Japanese transports, besides a 
Suspected collier. The message does 
not indicate the present whereabouts 
of the squadron. The fact that the col- 
lier was sent to Viadivostok under a 
prize crew might indicate that the 


news of the operations of the squad- 


ron was brought there by her, and that 
the cruisers are still at sea. 

The destruction of an aggregate of 
15,000 tons of shipping, besides troops 
and crews and a valuable cargo of 
supplies, is considered here as being 
a good showing for the raid made by 
the cruisers. It is thought that it will 
have a moral effect, and will, besides, 
necessarily divert a considerable sec- 
tion of Vice-Admiral Togo’s fleet in an 
attempt either to round up the VIladi- 
vostok squadron or to protect the line 
of sea transports, concerning which 
the Japanese until recently felt so se- 
cure. Further news of the movements 
of the squadron are awaited with in- 
tense interest. 

SHIPS LEAVE KOREAN PORTS.

The Cossacks were eventually re- 
pulsed by a superior force of Japa- 
nese cavalry, which was sent out to 
cut them off at the Yalu and which 
outmarched and outmaneuvered them. 

They 
destroyed two important bridges, cut 
the telegraph wires wherever they 
could, and seriously interrupted com- 
munication north, south and west of 
Anju. 

The crops in Korea, the Cossacks 
say, are in splendid condition, and 
the country is prosperous, owing to 
the large circulation of Russian money. 
The Koreans complain much of the 
cruelty of the Japanese army. Man- 
churian Chinese report that a num- 
ber of Chinese runners were killed 
while trying to pass the Japanese lines, 
and that all the letters which they 
carried, fell into the hands of the 
Japanese. .

DEAD FROM 


Forty-nine More Recovered by 
the Searchers. 


Six Hundred and Thirty-two 
Bodies 0 Far Found.

Thirteen Corpses Picked up 
Off Island, 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

NEW YORK, June 19.—Sunday's 
harvest of dead from the steamer Gen- 
eral Slocum numbered forty-nine, 
bringing the total number of bodies 
so far recovered up to 632. Of these, 
569 have been identified, while about 
thirty of the victims now lying at the 
morgue have not been claimed by 
friends or relatives. 

While the list of missing has been 
cut down somewhat by the identifica- 
tions made today, eleven new names 
were added to that roll, thus leaving 
the total of missing almogt as it was 
Saturday, something more than 300. 

Early this morning, the searcherd 
began anew the work of locating the 
Slocum's dead. Within an hour they 
had recovered thirteen bodies off the 


t shore of North Brothers Island. Three 


of the bodies were floating, and it is 
the general opinion that many more 


week: . 

At sundown, when work practically 
ceased for the day, thirty more bodies 
had been added to the list of the dead. 
Most of these were identified. Of the 
bodies recovered, during the first hour, 
one was that of a man, six were of 
women, two of boys, four of girls and 
one wae? an infant. 

A life saver, grappling from a raft, 
brought up a woman of thirty and a 
girl of eleven, locked in each other's 
arms. A few minutes later he brought 
up the bodies of a boy nine years old 
and a girl of six, apparently brother 
and sister, clinging tightly to each 
other. 

Divers who went to the wreck found 
the bodies of a woman, a, gir! and a 
boy, and brought them to the surface, 
They were burned beyond recognition. 
The divers said there are more bodies 
in the wreckage, thus bearing out the 
statement, made a day or two ago, after 
it was thought the wreck had been 
cleared, that many bodies remained 
under the entanglement of timbers and 
iron. 

One body was found floating in the 
river near Rikers Island, while nine 
teen were brought up from the bottom 
along the beach running from the isl: 
and down to the channel in the river. 

Three men, working with an im- 
of wood to which many pune — 
of wood to which many  fish-hoors 
were attached, drew up the section of 
the rail of the upper deck of the Slo- 
cum, about thirty feet in length. The 
bodies of four women were clinging 
to the rail, the fingers gripping the 
interlaced wire roping. The hand rail 
gave way just before the steamer was 
beached, precipitating 100 persons into 
the water. While the rail was being 
brought to shore, two of the bodies 
broke away from it, but were re- 
covered. . 

The funerals of nearly 100 of the 
victims of the disaster occurred today. 
In many cases, two caskets were car- 
ried in the same hearse, and in some 
cases two und even three hearses bore 
away the dead of a single family. 

Department officials for the purpose 
of obtaining evidence today went over 
the course taken by the Slocum the 
dayfof the disaster. In the party were 
‘Coroners Berry and O’Gorman. Coroner 
Berry said that he had issued an order 
for the detention of the captain, pilot 
and crew of the Slocum. 
learned,“ he said, that they were 
trying to escape, and I asked the po- 
lice to detain everybody who was em- 
ployed on the boat, as witnesses. Some 
of them have escaped, and we may 
never bé able to get them, but we are 
after them, and will leave no Sone 
unturned to get them within our juris-

PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) June 19.— 
On the historic spot at Valley Forge 
where Washington and his “gallant 
boys of 76“ suffered in order that the 
United States might become a nation, 
the President today delivered a no- 
table address. This was “Evacuation 
Day,” and the anniversary was cele- 
brated appropriately in the little edi- 
fice that has been erecte. on what is 
to be the spot of the Washington Me- 
morial Church. It was to add his sym- 
pathy and encouragement to the pro- 
ject of marking theyspot by a suitable 
memorial, that the President made his 
address. A 
For the President, the day was a 
busy one. He spent the morning in 
company with Atty-Gen. Knox, Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Knox in driving 
over the ground made historic by 
Washington and his men. They vis- 
ited the headquarters of Washington, 
and the President insisted on paying 
the small fee which all visitors are 
charged for viewing the place. The 
campground and battlefield were ex 
amined carefully. A visit also was paid 


to the first house in this petra 


cupiei by Audubon, the natural 

From Valley Forge, the President 
and party returned directly to Atty.- 
Gen. Knox's home. 

The night was pi without note- 
worthy incident at Valley Forge farm. 
The President and party will leave 
the farm tomorrow morning, taking 
their special train for Washington. 

Several hundred persons had assem- 
bled at the Washington Memorial 
Chap@ where the President spoke this 
afternoon, but only a part of them 
could gain entrance, as its capacity is 
very limited. The President said, in 


part: 

“It is a noteworthy thing that the 
State of Pennsylvahia should have 
within its borders the place which 
marks the two turning points in our 
history—Gettysburg which saw the 
high tide of the Rebellion, and Valley 
Forge, which saw the getting beyond 
the danger point of the Revolution. 

“There have been two great crises 
in our history, two crises in which 
failure meant the absolute breaking 
esunder of the nation, one the Revo- 
lutionary War, one the Civil War. 

“Gettysburg and Valley Forge—one 
thould commemorate a tremendous ef. 
fort, and the other what we nee1, on 
the whole, much more common)]v—and 
what I think is, on the whole, rather 
more difficult—long-sustained effort. 
Only men with a touch of the heroic 
in them could have lasted out that 
three days’ struggle at Gettysburg. 
Only men fit to rank with the great 
men of all time could have beaten 
back the mighty onslaught of that gal- 
lant and wonderful army of Northern 
Virginia, whose final, supreme effort 
faded at the stone wall on Cemetery 
Ridge on that July day, forty-one years 


ago. 

“But after all, bard though it is to 
rise to the supreme height of self-sac- 
rifice and of effort at a time of crisis 
that is short, to rise to it for a single 
great effort, it is harder yet to rise to 
the level of a crisis when that crisis 
takes the form of needing constant, pa- 
tient, steady work, month a month, 
year after year, w too, it U not 
end after a terrible struggle in a glo- 
rious day, when it means months of 
gloomy ‘efforts steadfastly endured 


end. 
“When two lessons are both indis- 
nsable, it seems hardly worth while 
dwell more on one than on the oth- 
er, yet I think that as a people we 
need more to learn the lesson of Val- 
ley Forge even than that of Gettys- 
burg. I have not the slightest anxiety 
but that this people, if the need should 
come in the future, will be able to show 
the heroism, the supreme effort that 
was shown at Gettysburg. | 

“But the vital thing for this nation 
fe do is to steadily cultivate the qual- 
ty which Washington an@ those under

RAILROAD TIME. 
The Care Taken to Keep the Watches 
of Employees in Perfect 
(The World Today:] Nowhere is ab- 
solute accuracy of a timepiece so vi- 
tal as on a railroad, ers given 
and schedules arranged may be ren- 
dered useless through variation of 
watches. Where so many thousands of 
watches are in use it has been found 
necessary to adopt some system where- 
by perfect uniformity may de in- ured. 
All watches are examined at close in- 
tervals kept in order by a staff 
of experts especially engaged for tne 
purpose. There is no reason why a 
railroad man’s wateh should i.zep in- 
accurate time. It costs him nothing 
to have it regulated and it is part 
of his duty see that it is in order. 
The time by which the watches of an 
entire railroad force are set is tele- 
gtaphed from Washington. At a cer- 
tain time the operator at the railroad 
headquarters receives the time, records 
K at his own n and at the same 


station along 
line. It is the duty of the operator 
at the train-order station to set the 
clock right by Washington time, and 
from this clock every employé attached 
to that station must set his watch. At 
each station there is a clock that re- 
cords standard time. At the larger 
stations there is a clock that records 
the correct time to a second. If it 
varies from the standard time, a ne- 
tice is affixed to the clock stating the 
exact variation. Upon returning from 
a trip or before nning the return 
trip after a run, the train must 
compare their watches with care- 
ktully-regulated clock. If K is found 
that the watch has lost or gained dur- 
i the trip, the timepiece must be 

anded in to the timekeeping depart- 
ment. Here the railroad man receives 
anocher watch for tempotafy use while 
his own is regulated, and the 
expert employed by the company over- 
hauls the condemned watch and re- 
turns it Jater to the owner. With the 
watch is given. a certificate showing 
that the department has regulated it 
and it is again a good railroad time- 


e. 

Decides the watches of the train 
crews, there are still the timepieces of 
ali the station employés, the signat- 
tower men, the thousands of hands 
working along the tracks and in the 
shops, to be looked after. For these 
a special force of experts is employed 
to travel up and down the line, stop- 
ping at all stations. To the expert 
come the railroad men, watches in 
hand. From constantly Visiting the 
various points the watch repairer 
knows the timepiece as well as he 
knows the men, and a very short ex- 
almination determines Whether or not 
the watch is ticking in proper raii- 
road time. 

Part of the duty of the repairer is to 
see that the station clocks and the 
clocks in the signal towers along the 
line are ticking according to railroad 
time. If they are not doing their duty 
he halts his progress long enough 
to make them register time according 
to the Washington standard. 

The railroad company will not per- 
mit the employé to carry any watch 
that his fancy suggests. He must 

rchase a watch that meets with the 
favor of the management. If a certain 
watch comes again and again to the 
repair department and proves to be al- 
ways behind or ahead of the time, it Is 
condemned finally and the rallroad 
man must provide him with one 
to the liking of the company or carry 
a watch that the company will p 
vide at his expense. |

ARMON PUCKETT, the young

Puckett was operated upon yesterday 
afternoon by Dr. Charles W. Bryson, 
and a large quantity of blood and pus 
removed from the pleural cavity, where 
it .

last night that Puckett’s condition is 
extremely critical, and he entertained 
little hope of his recovery.

ing to Los Angeles, 

“Ahayas Achim.“ the Roumanian 
Hebrew Ald Society, which’ was re. 
cently organized in this city, held a 
meeting lest evening at the residence 
of J. Margolis, No. 445 Turner street, 
ond in the raffle of two watches the 
sum of $60.70 was secured for the aid 
fund. 
It is understood this ts to be followed 
by a series of entertainments for the 
urpose of raising a permanent relle: 
fund to be used for the Immediate ne- 
ccesities of tre Roumenian Hebrews 
who are coming to this city so rapidly 
since the troubies in the Far East. 
It is said that the local colony will 
be etill further increased by the ar- 
rival of a company from New York 
some time during the present week, 
but these newcomers have some means 
of thelr own, and will not require the 
society's help. 
As far as possible it is the intention 
of the “Ahavas Achim” to care for the 
needy ones of their own nationality 
upon their arrival here, and to look 
„tor them in the way of getting them 
cmployment at once. So far, the re- 
cent arrivals have been very success- 
ful in getting employment as soon as 
they become settled here, and several 
who arrived within the past year with 
practically nothing have made a start 
toward securing homes of their own. 
The vast numbers of Roumanian 
Jews who have recently poured into 
New Tork. on account of the persecu- 
tions to which they have been sub- 
jected in their own country, are being 
parcelled out to the various larger 
cities of the United States by the - 
tional Society of the Independent Or- 
der of B'nai B'rith. 
The local B'nai B'rith lodge was the 
first organization here to take up the 
work of aid for these immigrants, and 
Victor Harris, one of its officers, was 
appointed to look after them. The or- 
ganization of the “Ahavas Achim,” 
however, is expected to provide for 
these people through the aid of their 
ewn countrymen. 


DANISH JOURNALIST. 


paper Says American Journals 
Magnify Too Much. 


newspaper in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
and vice-president of the Danish rep- 
resentation to the Press Parliament 
recentiy held at the World’s Fair in 
St. Louis, ts registered at the Angelus. 
He ts en route to Mexico and Pan- 
ama, visiting Danish colonies in North 
America in the interests of his paper. 
The Danish editor is an author and 
a traveler of experience, as well as a 
journalist, and has in preparation a 
book on “The New Siberia,” which is 
to appear shortly. 

He has traveled extensively through 
Russia, Siberia and Manchuria, and is 
familiar with the territory involved in 
the war now raging between Japan 
and the empire of the Czar. He is 
an ardent believer in the cause ‘of 
Russia in the conflict, and contends 
that the Czar will triumph over the 
Mikado in the end. 
As a foreign journalist, his views on 
the American press are interesting. 
“American newspapers are too much 
given to magnifying unimportant de- 
tails." he said last night. “The gos- 
sin of the prize fighters and fhe street 
is too often given prominence over edi- 
torial comment and solid thought. In 
contrast with European journalism the 
influence of editorial opinion is lack- 
ing. 

Ernere are many admirable features 
of American newspapers. The com- 
prehensiveness of their telegraphic 
reports is wonderful.

the European sort, where news is 
largely diffused through the medium of

CTS ABOUT CALIFORNIA. 

Californians become so accus- 
tomed to the State’s charms, its 
achievements and its rapid progress 
that they are frequently lacking in 
proper appreciation of them, Edast- 
erners who do not know them by ex- 
perience, ought to be enlightened 
with stated regularity. The follow- 


ing facts culled from the annual re- 
fort for 1903 of Gen. N. P. Chipman, 


president of the California State 
Board of Trade, are therefore pertl- 
nent, for the record of California’s 
progress is always pertinent. ; 

The report shows that during the 
year 1903 ,there were shipped from 
the State 104,198.7 tons of green Je- 
ciduous fruits 298,623.4 tons of citrus 
fruits; 149,531.1 tons of dried fruits: 
39,963.4 tons of raisins; 9377.4 tons of 
nuts; 69,689.8 carloads of fruits by 
rail and sea; 8661.8 carloads of vege- 
tables by rail and sea; 9733.2 carloads 
of wine and brandy by rail and sea: 
88,084.8 carloads of fruit, vegetables, 
wine and brandy by rail and sea. 

There was a net gain in 1903 of 19,- 
546 carloads as compared with the 
shipments of 1902, of which 7395 car- 
loads were citrus fruits. Vegetables 
made a gain of 1705 carloads; wine 
and brandy a gain of 865 carloads; 
canned fruit a gain of 1356 carloads, 
and green deciduous fruits a gain of 
380 carloads. The raisin output of 
1903 was greater than that of any pre- 
ceding year. 

The annual production of wine ts 
about 30,000,000 gallons. The value 
of the dairy products in 1903 was 620, 
436,152. The beet sugar output in 
1903 was 65,360 tons. The wheat 
crop. of 1902-3 was 562,785 tons, in- 
cluding flour; the rye crop was 120, 
852 centals; the hop production 10, 
545,000 pounds; the wool production 
22,000,000 pounds; ‘honey, 8,500,000 
pounds. 

Ta forty-nine counties minerals are 
found in paying quantities and there 
are more than forty distinet kinds.

Injustice, wrong and far-reach- 
ing harm are done by the Evening Ex- 
press in its attempts to make it appear 
that the Sixth Ward, as a ward, is re- 
sponsible for the Davenport “recall” 
petition as submitted to the City Coun- 
cil.

FIGHTING MOSQUITOES. 


Science Has Begun to Experiment With 
n New Weapon of De- 


Orleans Times-Democrat:] 
Guided by the official report of govern- 
ment experts on the merits of copper. 
sulphate as a mosquito destroyer, which 
has recently been made public, the city 
board of health has determined to make 
a number of experiments with it here. 
Dr. Quitman Kohnke, in carrying out 
bis determination to find e remedy that 
will be best for the destruction of the 
pest will personally superv‘se the tests, 
and will begin at. once, 

The first tests to be made will be 
with the larvae of the mosquito, after. 
which the solution will be tried on the 
streets and in low places where mos- 
quitoes breed. These tests will be on a 
smell scale, but Dr. Kohnke 
teiday he did not know as yet 
it would not be practicable to make 
them on a more elaborate basis late. 2m. 

The new mosquitocide has recent’y 
been tried by the Department of Heath 
at Washington, and it is said proved 
most efficacious. laimeJd 
that besides destroying insects, it will 
prevent the spread of typhoid fever. It 
is simple in its application, but it ro- 
nia ins to be established whether it will 
be cheap enough for use in

In a few years I expect 
to take my place as a member at the 
church altar. ow, my friend, I want 
you to realize this great truth: God 
never ordained that one duty should 
conflict with other duties. He never 
wants a mother to leave the bedside 
of her sick child in order to attend a 
missi meeting. He never com- 
pels a man to do for the church more 
than he can conscientiously do. But 
Christ does demand this: He does de- 
mand that you profess and cones; 
His love before men. And you cannot 
do that In a better way than at the 
church altar. Then, let the most im- 
minent Christian duty decide what 
you ought to do thereafter. 

“God will never condemn one who?
